TYPHOID FKVEK is com­ 
municable as long as the ty­ 
phoid organisms appear in the 
individual's bowel and kidney 
discharges. Some 10 per cent 
of persons discharge the ty­ 
phoid bacilli for about three 
months after recovery, but in 
about two to five per cent of 
cases the Individual becomes a 
permanent or chronic carrier. 
Such persons, of course, are a 
source of infection to others 
and are kept under the super 
vision of health officials.

Many individuals who have 
had mild attacks of the disease 
do not know that they are ty 
phoid carriers. Such an un 
known carrier was the course 
of infection in the nine typhoid 
cases that recently occurred in 
lx>s Angeles County.
